“THE LOUNGE OF AN ATLANTIC 
LINER” 


The Board of Directors of a large and very impor- 
tant steamship company are laying down a new ship 
for first class Atlantic service and have asked for de- 
signs for the decoration and furnishing of the main 
lounge on A deck. 

A blue print plan accompanies this program which 
must be adhered to, with the exception of the use of 
the alcoves, which are optional as noted on plan. 

There is no dictation as to the drawings following 
any particular style or period of work, but it is stipu- 
lated that the wall treatment should be of wood pan- 
elling, either painted or natural color, that the skylight 
should be framed in with wrought-iron and glass, and 
that plain or decorated plaster, or painted decoration 
may be’ used on the ceiling. The center portion of the 
room between the columns will be used occasionally 
for dancing, so that all sofas and any other heavy 
furniture should be placed around the sides of the 
room, leaving in the center easily moved chairs and 
tables. The method of artificial lighting of such a 
room is important. The usual camber on port and 
starboard sides has been dispensed with, and the bow 
and stern elevation are both therefore parallel.

“DECORATION FOR ENTRANCE HALL OF 
PRIVATE LIBRARY BUILDING” 


_ In the private library building of a gentleman of artistic and 
literary tastes, the three principal rooms are approached from 
the landing of a short staircase leading from the vestibule. 
These three rooms are a gallery of paintings on the main axis. 
a hall devoted to dramatic literature on the left, and one devoted 
to history on the right. 
_ The wall shown in full elevation in the blue print is divided 
into three parts by slightly projecting pilasters. 

The problem is to design a decoration for this wall, which 
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shall symbolize in its three main divisions the work of the 
dramatist, the artist and the historian. 

The architectural material is a light stone and the treatment 
of the entablature, the doorway and the niches occupying the 
center of the side panels should all be included in the indica- 
cation of the color scheme.

CLASS “B”—VI PROGRAM 


“DECORATION FOR THE INTERIOR 
WALLS OF A MUSIC STAND ON 
A VILLAGE GREEN” 


The music stand, as shown in the accompanying tracing, con- 
sists of a stone platform with a stone shelter, the rear and side 
walls of which are in full view of the place of assemblage in 
front of the stand. 

The problem is to design and render in color at a sca‘e of 34 
representing one foot, a Ceramic Mosaic for the decoration of 
the three interior walls. The height of these walls above the 
floor is 106”. During an orchestral concert the lower portion 
of the wall will be partly concealed by the musicians and in the 
designing of the decoration this fact should be borne in mind, 
the function of the walls as a background for the musicians 
being quite as important as their decorative value at such times 
as the stand is unoccupied. It should also be borne in mind 
that the rear wall as viewed by the audience will be cut into 
three sections by the two columns which support the cornice, 
so that a decided concentration of interest in the center of the 
rear wall is highly desirable. 

The rendering should include the rear wall and one of the 
side walls. The rear wall may be shown either with or without 
the columns which stand in front of it.

CLASS “A”—IV PROJET 
“A MUNICIPAL CARILLON TOWER” 


In a section which is to be entirely rebuilt because of < 
devastating fire, there is to be a public square measuring 500 
feet on each side within the building lines, to be entered on its 
principal axis by a broad avenue 200 feet wide. The square is 
to be surrounded by public and semi-public buildings limited 
by zoning not to exceed 100 feet in height. ‘The streets imme- 
diately circling the public square are devoted to business, and 
thus it become a distinct and important neighborhood develop- 
ment connecting with the main civic center of the city by the 
above mentioned avenue. f 

In this proposed public square all vehicular traffic will be 
confined to the sides of the square, of which the roadways, 
including the sidewalks, will be 75 feet wide. The square slopes 
from the low side where the main avenue enters at a uniform 
rise of 1’ 0” in 30’ 0”. The 350 foot space left in the center of 
the square is to be devoted to the development of the cari lon 
tower and its setting. The problem, therefore, consists of the 
tower and the treatment of the adjoining space as described 
above. The central portion of the square is to be treated, at 
the discretion of the competitor, with terraces, sunken gardens, 
balustrades, steps, fountains, planting, etc., so as to make a 
beautiful spot where people can gather for carillon concerts. 
At such times all traffic would be shut off from the public square 
and surrounding streets. 

The tower is not to exceed 350 feet in height measured from 
the highest level of the square and will contain in addition to 
the carillon set of bells one of the world’s largest bel!s, which 
will ring or toll on special occasions.

CLASS “A”—IV ESQUISSE-ESQUISSE 
“AN ILLUMINATED ELECTRIC SIGN” 


Although the illuminated signs, especially as exemplified on 
Broadway are ingenious and even artistic, it is noticeable that 
the design is usually built against a metal framework of 
squares without any relation to the design. It is believed that 
better results could be had by designing the frame to follow 
the lines of the composition. 

Two large manufacturers of carbonated water, ginger ale, 
and like products have consolidated and are to erect a striking 
illumination on top of an eight-story building facing one of 
the curves of broadway. ‘This company has named its prin- 
cipal product, “Fountain of Youth,” and it is suggested that 
the composition take the character of a fountain or aquatic 
profile. Such motives have been admirably used by [Edgar 
Brandt, Lalique and other modern artisans. It is permissable 
to use in the composition figures, grotesques, bottles, etc., 
or on the other hand to make it entirely conventional. ‘The 
composition may be rendered in black and white or in color 
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to indicate its effect when illuminated. The sign is to be not 
more than 50 feet in width.

SECOND PRELIMINARY COMPETITION 
FOR THE 19TH PARIS PRIZE OF THE 
SOCIETY OF BEAUX-ARTS ARCHITECTS 


“AN EXPOSITION” 


An invitation having been addressed to the United States 
by a certain South American Republic to participate in an 
All-American Exposition of Arts and Industries, it is desired 
to do honor to the occasion by as complete and characteristic 
a showing as the generously spacious, though necessarily strictly 
defined, limits of the site will permit, especially as the place 
of honor in the entire scheme has been flatteringly assigned to 
this country. 


An ample appropriation will fortunately eliminate the neces- 


sity of counting the cost in any way which might militate 
against the fu.lest realization of the designer’s ideas; the all- 
important consideration being the worthy showing of our 
wealth, power, and multifarious activities. This end is to be 
sought not alone in the number and nature of the exhibits 
ordinarily so-called but most of all by the disposition and 
design of the buildings and grounds, which are themselves to 
constitute the most effective exhibit of our national architecture, 
commensurate in splendor with the national resources. Fur- 
thermore, it is hoped that a way can be found to give.a 
special character to the group which shall, in the finest and 
most impressive way, mark it as essentially of these United 
States. 

The site, square in shape and measuring 1,800 feet on a 
side, may be roughly described as a terrace, lifted some twenty 
(20) feet above the surrounding levels upon a magnificent 
retaining wall, surrounded by a wide canal or moat for the 
exhibition, use and enjoyment of all, sorts of water carft, and 
approached by foot and vehicle in the center of a single side 
by means of a bridge or causeway and broad steps and ramps. 
The site, thus itself an isolated terrace 1,800 x 1,800 feet, 
may be further terraced to raise, and thus to give greater 
importance or isolation to such parts of the composition as 
the designer may think desirable. 

The features which would be appropriate for such an ex- 
position are too many and of too varied a character to be 
completely enumerated, and it is desired moreover to stimulate 
the imagination of the competitors by giving them a wide 
leeway in the suggestion of motives calculated to enhance the 
beauty, interest and attractiveness of the show in any way. 
3ut the following features, in addition to those already men- 
tioned, are to be regarded as basic requirements, determining 
the composition of the ensemble: 

A—Reception and Celebration: 
A spacious Court of Honor, partly paved and partly 
planted, for large crowds, pageants, fireworks and other 
spectacles. Water effects, ‘of pool and fountain and 
cascade, should be made much of here. 

Il. A Palace of Fétes, which should comprise: 

a. Three Reception Suites, each with its complete 
equipment of cloakrooms, toilets and service in 
addition to its stately Reception Room. One of 
these suites should be of considerably greater size 
and importance than the other two. 

b. A Festival Hall, suitable for orchestral music as 
well as for addresses and for theatrical and other 
entertainments, Seating capacity for approxi- 
mately 2,000 persons, partly in a balcony or 
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balconies if desired. Ample vestibule and foyer. 
Retiring roomy in connection with the stage. 
c. Two Conference Chambers. each seating about 
200 persons and with retiring rooms in connec- 
tion. Good vestibule space for each, which may 
be in common with that of (b) above. 
d. Part of the ground immediately adjoining the 
Palace of Fétes and more or less secluded in some 
way from the main exposition crowds, is to be 
laid out with a view to garden parties. 
B.—Exhibition. 
ils Three Palaces or Groups of Palaces for as many types 
of exhibits. 
If three buildings are decided upon as a parti, they are 
to be subdivided in a way to individualize the depart- 
ments indicated below under (a), (b), and (c). If 
groups of separate or partially separate buildings are 
the parti, an appropriate individual character should 
be given each element. In any case the triple rhythm 
should be distinctly felt, though the three buildings or 
groups need not be identical in size, nor need the de- 
partments be so. Variety in unity is desired. 
a. Arts; 
1. Architecture
